Dr.  Bernhard  reminded  the  del- 
egations that  the  quest  for  peace 
is  not  a new  one,  and  that  this 
problem  remains  one  of  combin- 
ing reality  and  ideology  together 
in  the  international  setting. 

ARMS  CONTROL  is  an  indis- 
pensible  program  in  the  satisfac- 
tory adjustment  of  world  tension, 
but  it  should  not  be  the  first 
step,  he  said.

MOSCOW,  (UPI,  . . Soviet 
Farmers  in  the  Kursk  area  South 
of  Moscow  are  slaughtering  live- 
stock for  lack  of  fodder,  the 
newspaper  Sovietakaya  Russia 
(Soviet  Russia)  reported  Thurs- 
day. 

‘tri:;<::ks  ark  lined  up  at 
the  entrances  to  the  slaughter 
centers  in  the  Kursk  district." 
the  newspaper  said.  "These  are 
from  collective  farms  trying  to 
get  rid  of  cattle.  We  have  no  fod- 
der for  the  caiilo,  they  complain.’’ 

The  newspaper  quoted  another 
collective  farmer  as  saying  “we 
do  not  have  a single  potato  to 
feed  the  pigs.” 

THE  NEWSPAPER  comment- 
ed that  the  farmer  "does  not  men- 
tion the  fact  that  a lot  of  potatoes 
were  wasted  at  his  farm.” 

But  there  have  been  reports 
also  of  sporadic  shortages  of  po- 
tatoes. One  shortage  in  Moscow 
last  week  was  ascribed  to  trans- 
portation difficulties  and  bad 
planning. 

THE  NEWSPAPER'S  disclo 
sure  of  premature  slaughtering 
in  the  Kursk  area,  279  miles 
south  of  Moscow,  coincided  with 
other  reports  that  animals  are 
being  butchered  now  because  of 
lack  of  fodder  or  fears  there  will 
not  be  enough  to  last  through 
the  winter. 

Such  a situation,  if  widespread, 
could  result  in  a glut  of  meat  on 
the  market  now  with  shortages 
later  in  the  winter.

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Library  Shows  Increase 
In  Amount  of  Usage 


Clark  Library  materials  were 
used  over  one  million  times  last 
year,  indicative  of  the  increased 
interest  and  demand  for  books. 

IN  THE  LAST  ten  years  li- 
brary usage  has  increased  100 
percent,  while  the  studentbody 
enrollment  has  increased  261 
percent.  Total  library  use  last 
year  was  17.3  percent  greater 
than  the  previous  year,  as  com- 
pared to  the  about  12  percent 
increase  in  studentbody  enroll- 
ment. 

THE  1,051,009  VOLUMES 
used  both  in  and  out  of  the  li- 
brary last  year  was  an  increase 
of  154,911  over  1961-62,  accord- 
ing to  a library  report.  Of  these 
books,  812,977  were  used  in  the 
building  and  238,032  were 
checked  out  for  home  use.  Cur- 
riculum library  book  usage^ 


jumped  from  71,697  to  104,587 
an  increase  of  45.9  percent. 

If  all  volumes  in  the  library 
had  been  used  equally  last  year 
each  of  the  400,000  volumes  in 
the  library  would  have  been 
used  more  than  two  and  a half 
times. 

It  appears  that  use  of  the  li- 
brary this  year  will  be  greater 
than  ever  before.  Some  students 
have  inquired  into  the  possibili- 
ty of  having  additional  library 
hours. 

THE  SENATE  passed  a reso- 
lution for  a student  survey  on 
the  desirability  of  additional  li- 
brary hours.  This  is  only  a prop- 
osition, but  a possibility. 

The  results  of  an  ASBYU

Forced  to  Fold 


The  Pioneer  League,  the  inter- 
mountain w'est’s  only  Class  A 
minor  league  baseball  season  dis- 
banded operation  after  the  1963 
season. 

LEAGUi:  PRESIDENT  Claude 
Engberg  attributed  the  cause  for 
ceasing  operation  to  the  lack  of 
working  agreements  with  major 
league  clubs.  St.  Louis  and  Mil- 
waukee withdrew'  their  working 
agreements  from  Billings  and 
Boise  last  week,  Engberg  said 
Wednesday,  and  the  Cubs  have 
also  announced  their  intention  to 
pull  out  of  Pocatello.

\^'hen  Ken  Parker  (B.S.E.E..  1061 ) joined  Pacific  North- 
west Bell  }ie  became  part  of  a special  services  engineering 
group  in  the  Seattle  ofhee.  Here  was  an  (>])portunily  for 
him  to  learn  about  the  unique  services  of  telephony. 

With  learning  comes  responsibility,  and  Ken  was  given 
his  share  right  from  the  start.  He  was  accountal)le  for  the 
transmission  design  of  all  loudspeaker  services.  Often,  he 
was  teamed  with  a marketing  salesman,  wlio  would  call  on 
him  to  recommend  the  right  system  while  with  a customer. 


Ken  went  on  to  bigger  and  more  complicated  communi- 
cations in  the  special  services  grouj).  On  a subsequent  as- 
signment he  was  responsible  for  the  transmission  design 
of  many  intercity  and  interstate  services.  His  decisions 
were  far-reaching  and  affected  many  customers.

THE  PIONEER  LEAGUE,  once 
tite  strongest  Class  C league  in 
the  minors,  began  play  in  1939. 
Lew'iston,  Twin  Falls,  Pocatello, 
Boise,  Ogden  and  Salt  Lake  City 
formed  the  League's  original 
membership. 

In  1948  Billings  and  Great  Falls 
were  taken  into  the  league.  After 
the  1955  season  Ogden  dropped 
out  and  was  replaced  by  Missoula. 
Salt  Lake  witlidrew'  after  the 
1957  season  to  join  the  Pacific 
Coast  League. 


ENGBERG  SAID  that  although 
attendance  figures  were  up  25 
per  cent  for  the  1963  season,  a 
lack  of  man  power  was  fatal. 
“The  major  league  clubs  just  do 
not  have  enough  players  to  man 
the  minor  leagues,”  he  said. 

The  list  of  ballplayers  who 
started  their  careers  in  the  Pione- 
er League  and  later  culmanated 
them  in  the  Major  Leagues  is 
long  and  impressive. 

IT  INCLUDES  names  such  as 
that  of  Johnny  Temple  sent  up 
from  the  Ogden  Reds.  Larry  Jan- 
sen,  Charley  Schanz,  and  A1  <Niz) 
Tate  from  the  Salt, Lake  Club. 

Others  from  the  League  were 
Chico  Fernandez,  Solley  Hemus. 
Woodie  Held.  Larry  Jackson,  Bil- 
ly Martin,  Gil  McDougald,  and 
Gus  Triandos.  To  these  and  many 
others  in  tlie  big  time  today  and 
yesterday  the  Pioneer  League  will 
always  be  more  than  just  another 
minor  league.

Improve  Y Sidewalks 


Lauds  BYU 


“I  am  thankful  to  be  on  this 
beautitul  campus  and  would  like 
very  much  to  teach  here”  said 
Dr.  M.  A.  Aleem  Al-Razee  guest 
speaker  of  the  tiistory  and  Po- 
litical Science  Dept,  who  spoke 
to  several  of  the  classes  Thurs- 
day. 

DK.  AT.-KAZUE,  a writer,  e? 
pert  on  Islamic  Law  and  a pro 
mincnt  educator,  holds  two  Ph.D. 
degrees  in  history  and  Law. 

Although  he  is  being  sponsored 
on  his  tour  of  the  United  States 
by  the  Department  of  State  he  is 
not  a representative  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Pakistan  and  there- 
fore does  not  share  the  same 
views  on  all  matters. 

THE  HISTORY  OF  Pakistan 
dates  back  nearly  seven  hundred 
years.  It  has  only  been  a nation 
since  1947. 

The  Pakistani  people  are  de- 
scended from  the  Arabs  and  the 
Turks  who  conquered  the  sub- 
continent of  India  in  the  11th 
century.  Their  religion  is  Islam 
or  Moslem  and  their  languages 
are  Bengali  and  Urdu. 

IN  1947  when  the  British  gave 
India  her  independence,  the  peo- 
ple of  what  is  now  Pakistan 
chose  to  be  a separate  country 
because  of  religion  and  culture. 

“Pakistan  needed  to  be  a sep- 
arate country  to  protect  the  cul- 
ture,” concluded  Dr.  Al-Razee. 

However,  when  asked  about 
IVIahatma  Ghandi  he  said  that  if 
it  had  not  been  for  Ghandi  the 
subcontinent  of  India  would  not 
have  been  divided  and  India  and 
Pakistan  would  still  be  one  count- 
ry.

THE  (Ti!3IENT  had  been  crack- 
ed by  the  vehicles  that  run  on 
this  wide  sidewalk. 

Water  seepage  had  also  caused 
some  blocks  of  the  sidewalk  to 
raise.  These  raised  edges  some- 
times tripped  students  and  slow- 
ed the  woi'k  of  snow  plows  in  the 
winter 

Strips  of  sidewalks  east  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center  and  north 
of  the  Clark  Student  Seiwice  Cen- 
ter are  also  due  for  repairs  soon.  I 


The  present  phase  of  improve 
ment  will  last  about  two  months.
